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Geyser erupts 
when workers 


hit main line 


City workers had a surprise Monday about 
1:30 p.m. when, in trying to repair a water line, they 
hit the main water line and a geyser ensued, said 
Richard Garcia, public works superintendent. 

About 12,000 gallons, which translates to about 
1604.28 cubic feet of water, were lost in the process 
on Auburn Relocation Road, on north Auburn where 
the road curves toward the water storage basin. 

“The water lines are so shallow because they’re 
old that it’s easy to hit them. When we started digging 
to reach the line, we hit the main line. We’re in the 
process of repairing leaks on the water lines around 
Sierra Madre,” Garcia explained. 

That line was the third one they had worked on 
that morning. It takes an average of one to two hours 
to repair each one. 

On this particular job, Garcia explained, they 
took out a section of the pipe and replaced eight feet. 
They finished the job about 3 p.m. 


Continuance granted 
in Percell trial 

The Jeff Percell trial, originally con¬ 
tinued to Mar. 20 in Pasadena, has been 
continued once more. The News will not 
have the date for the new trial until Mar. 20. 

The reason for the continuance, given 
by Prosecutor Elton Simms, is that a jury 
pool hasn’t been set up as yet. 

Percell was arrested for the murder of 
his parents, John and Doris Percell, Dec. 13, 
1989 in Burlington, Vt. after he surrendered 
to the police there. He was extradited after 
a fight and has been incarcerated since. 

His parents, who lived on Liliano in 
Sierra Madre, were found by Sierra Madre 
Police, gagged and bound at their feet and 
wrists in separate rooms in the home on 
Nov. 16,1988. Each had been shot. 

The preliminary hearing began May 24, 
1989 with Percell pleading not guilty. He 
has been refused bail. A series of post¬ 
ponements have continued. 


Council agenda 

Sierra Madreans became excited about two 
particular items on the City Council agenda Tuesday 
evening and they included the possibility of the 
Jameson Trusts’ continued development and whether 
or not to complete the pergola at City Hall. 

“Placement of the Lockhart House and Jameson 
Estate in a historic preservation easement will ensure 
that the two houses remain,” Don Murphy, chair¬ 
man of Cultural Heritage Commission, told the 
council. 

He also stated that of the 62 structures on the 
Cultural Heritage register in Sierra Madre, Jameson 
was in the top 10. “Six structures have been lost 
and now Italia Mia was lost in the earthquake. Our 
cultural reservoir is dwindling.” 

Phyllis Chapman, member of the commission, 
recalled that one of those who purchased a home in 
the other Jameson tract has an oak tree that is dying

Kennedy invents earthquake- proof equipment 


Final Wistaria Fete Committee planning Monday 


When something needs to be done, or invented, ,, 
or accomplished, you just do it, don’t you? That, 
it seems, is the opinion of James Kennedy of Sierra 
Madre, civil engineer working for Southern California 
Edison. 

The company was having difficulties with the 
reaction of some equipment during earthquakes. 

“What happens during earthquakes is that pieces 
of equipment interact with each other, particularly 
the large conductors that connect all the equipment 
together. The conductors pull on the equipment and 
they pull each other apart and we lose service. This 


is bulk power serving a large area of distribution,” 
Kennedy explained. 

One large bulk power substation serves a great 
share of Edison’s territory - most of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, north to Santa Barbara, north to Bridgeport 
on the east side of the Sierra. When one of those sub¬ 
stations goes, thousands of people are without elec¬ 
tricity. 

“I developed a special connector that releases 
the equipment to allow it to shake independently dur¬ 
ing an earthquake but allows it to continue to carry 
electricity,” Kennedy said simply. Nothing like it 
had come on the market. He came up with the idea 
and Southern California Edison had it patented. 

Estimated savings to the company for this inven¬ 
tion are between $2 and $5 million. 

When did Kennedy decide to tackle the problem? 
“We were in a meeting, discussing the problem, and 
realized there was no existing solution. 1 felt that there 
had to be a solution, so I independently researched 
and developed a system that appears to do the trick. 
We are now developing a prototype to test in the next 
six months. If testing proceeds as expected, (the new 
system) should be installed six to nine months from 
now,” Kennedy said. He added that it could be used 
throughout the Pacific Rim, the “Ring of Fire,” 
which includes Japan, South America, Washington, 
Oregon and up to Alaska.

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Fireplace safety 

Fireplaces are a source of enjoyment 
for many people, but can be dangerous 
if not used properly. For safer use of 
fireplaces, the California FAIR Plan, a 
syndicated fire insurance pool, recom¬ 
mends that gasoline or other flammable 
liquids are never used to kindle or re¬ 
kindle a fire, because flammable vapors 
can explode. 

Always keep the damper open while 
the fuel is burning to provide for efficient 
burning and to prevent the accumula¬ 
tions of poisonous or explosive gases. 
Don’t treat artificial logs (made from 
sawdust and wax) the same way you treat 
real wood logs. 

Use only one at a time - if you use 
more, they can produce too much heat 
for some fireplaces to withstand. You 
should always use a screen that complete¬ 
ly covers the opening around a fireplace 
to keep sparks from flying out. Children 
should always be kept away from a fire. 

Fireplaces should be checked at least 
once a year to determine that all vents 
and chimneys are operating properly. 
Make sure the fire is completely out be¬ 
fore retiring for the evening, and that all 
ashes have thoroughly cooled before you 
dispose of them. 

Maintain your home’s firewall 

The California FAIR Plan Associa¬ 
tion, a syndicated fire nsarance pool, 
offers this warning for houses with at¬ 
tached garages. Garages are connected 
to a house with a wall that is subject to 
special building codes. This connecting 
wall must be able to resist the danger of 
fire for at least an hour. 

This firewall helps prevent fires that 
start in the garage, a common starting 
point for a fire, from spreading to the 
main house. If you put a hole in that 
wall for a door or other reason, without 
replacing the wall’s ability to resist fire 
according to building codes, a fire can 
pass much more easily from the garage 
to the main part of the house and vice- 
versa.

In 1942 I took a picture 
for my army newspaper, 
the Fort Ord Panorama. 
The American Legion 
spotted it and asked to 
buy it for promotional 
purposes. I told them that 
I wouldn’t take $500 for 
it but it they put my name 
on every picture, it was 
theirs “for free.” They 
made 10,000 three-color 
20x30 posters, plus hun¬ 
dreds of smaller pictures 
(including windshield 
stickers). I received nation¬ 
al publicity. Fifty copies 
were sent to General 
Joseph Stilwell who was 
in command of the China- 
Burma-India theatre of 
operations. Stilwell started 
the Panorama in 1940 and 
was instrumental in plac¬ 
ing me on the staff in 
1941. Now, 50 years 
later, I continue to get 
recognition for that pic¬ 
ture, simply because my 
name is on it.

Shoe Park 
Reconfiguration 

My 16-month-old son 
is a frequent visitor to the 
Sierra Madre Park Play¬ 
ground. Although we are 
now residents of Pasadena, 
I grew up in Sierra Madre 
and my parents and broth¬ 
er are long-time residents. 
My husband and I have 
always felt more com¬ 
fortable and safe in Sierra 
Madre and therefore, bring 
our son to the local park. 

Recently, however, the 
park has changed. Gone 
are the familiar old Shoe 
Slide and toddlers’ swings. 
The new equipment is won¬ 
derful; however, the tod¬ 


dler population has been 
left without swings and 
other attractions geared 
to their level. 

Additionally, many of 
the parents who have been 
at the park recently, have 
commented on the new 
cement retaining wall 
that is being installed to 
encircle the sandbox area. 
Perhaps the safety of our 
younger children was not 
thought out clearly with 
the idea to install this 
wall. It is a safety hazard 
for many of the toddlers. 
Toddlers are a curious 
bunch, and many of them 
can be found peeking over 
the new wall. The danger 


is that on the other side 
of the wall in most areas 
is a drop to the cement 
walkway on the outside 
of the play area. Some 
of the kids (my son in¬ 
cluded) don’t understand 
that if they step over that 
retaining wall, they will 
fall 2-3 feet in some spots 
to the cement below. Al¬ 
though we watch our son 
closely while he is at the 
park, this is a serious 
hazard. 

It is my feeling that the 
city would be interested 
in hearing from the parents 
on the potential hazards 
that now exist. Before 
someone is hurt and the 


city is held liable, it would 
seem a quick fix to the 
problem would be to in¬ 
stall a short chainlink 
fence inside the new ce¬ 
ment retaining wall. Chain- 
link will give more when 
the children inevitably run 
into it, thus catching them 
before they fall head first 
over the present cement 
wall. 

Your intentions were 
good; however, as the 
parents of inquisitive 
toddlers will tell you if 
you visit the park, the 
present situation is an 
open invitation to disaster.

Carrot Top revisited...

Part three in a series. 

The first newspaper, “The Sierra Vista,” 
was probably a one man operation unless he had 
a wife to help out. Over a period of many years, 
young boys of the community had exerience be¬ 
ing a “Printer’s Devil,” helping out on the day 
of publication to fold and distribute the finished 
product. 

As I told you previously, a man’s work day 
at the newspaper was the setting of 30 inches 
of type. The newspaper’s size, as I told you in a 
previous article, took about 120 inches of type, 
or four working days. Some of his remaining 
time was used to write and collect the articles and 
run the presses as well as make the mailing. But 
the most important job, and the one that con¬ 
sumed a great part of his time, was the redistribut¬ 
ing of the little bitty pieces of type back into their 
proper slots in the type cases so that he would be 
ready for the next issue. 

Advertising in those days sold for the price 
of 25 cents per column inch for the inside of the 
newspaper and 35 cents per inch for the front 
page. Alot of advertising was printed on the 


front page. Most often, merchants paid their 
advertising bill with merchandise usable to the 
editor, or sometimes in an exchange of other 
household merchandise. 

Although I do not know if the Sierra Madre 
paper ever had any employees, history tells us 
that printers or compositors were paid around 
40 cents per hour and worked 48 hours. If the 
plant was large enough and had a foreman or 
superintendent, he received $5 more per week 
than the other employees. 

The names of the type faces used in the early 
years and perfected by Gutenberg, were called 
Gothic and Formen. Nowhere have I ever re¬ 
membered reading about there being more than 
one type size. Neither do I remember ever reading 
about who perfected the type cases, but I can 
imagine that it was some printer down the line 
who wanted to make his work easier that came 
up with the type case layout. 

Early in the 1900s, the Sierra Vista went to 
the wall, there just not being enough advertising 
to keep the wolf from the door. Sierra Madre 
was left without a mouthpiece until 1906.

The old saw says you can’t teach an old dog 
new tricks. But we know that owners of dogs 
can be, especially if they don’t know they’re 

being taught. 

When the staid local folks heard our local 
raccoon hunters association would host the In¬ 
ternational Wild Coon Hunt, most were horrified - 
some simply because this was a new thing - more 
because 200 hunters were expected, and “Who 
knows what kind of low-brow riffraff” would 
be included in that number? The suspicion didn’t 
exactly speak highly of some local hunters, with 
reason. 

You see, these locals were fur hunters, and 
they were known to cut den trees, dig ground 
dens, and socialize a bit with John Barleycorn 
on cool nights when hunting wasn’t productive. 

Part of the concerns were mitigated when 
Abel Cadwallader, Tennessee plantation owner, 
arrived a week before the four-day hunt, driving 
a shiny new Cadillac, loaded with his wife, 
two young children, and a maid.

and just plain folk. They were proud of their 
papered-hounds - blue ticks, black and tans, 
red bones, treeing walkers and plott hounds. 

And they had rules: A dog would be dis¬ 
qualified immediately if the handler had liquor 
on him or had been partaking of the stuff. 
Other rules specified real sportsmanship, and 
no raccoons would be harmed or killed. Points 
would be tallied, and trophies were presented, 
after genuine competition with guides and judges. 

After the contest, the local boys went our 
for genuine sport, keeping score, wagering, with 
not tree cutting or den digging. Warden Wes 
said the change was unbelievable. He made a 
lot fewer arrests or warnings. 

Of course, during the hunt, tall tales were 
rampant. A fellow from Kentucky told of his 
canny canine. Raccoon hides were cured on 
shape boards, skin side out. And since he made 
coonskin caps, he needed skins of various sizes. 
So he would show old King the size board to fit 
the raccoon he needed, and King would take off, 
and return with the appropriate-size raccoon. 
That worked well until Kentucky’s wife left 
her ironing board on the porch one day. King 
saw it and took off, never to return. 

Makes one wonder how great the dogs 
would have been if the boy had been permitted 
to drink.

SO NOW IT’S “PILLING” 

The march of progress is endless — like 
death and taxes. 

From one problem to the next — from 
one solution to the next. 

Now it’s “pilling.” 

Know what is “pilling?” 

That’s what happens when two or more 
fabrics which are not related are woven 
together to produce benefits in wear that 
j neither fabric by itself has. So far it 
sounds good, and it is. 

But...let’s see what actually happens in 
an actual case. We’re getting trousers and 
other garments in here which are all 
covered with little “balls” or “pills.” This 
has happened when rayon or wool or silk 
is mixed with orlon or dacron or nylon.

Kennedy invents 
earthquake-proof equipment

“One major earthquake could affect two, may¬ 
be three large substations. This is one of the main con¬ 
cerns - designing for an earthquake since electricity 
is so critical, especially following an earthquake,” 
the Sierra Madrean said. 

“We are constantly looking for ways to upgrade 
the system to provide increased reliability during an 
earthquake event.” Kennedy explained that Edison 
has a disaster plan featuring coded messages on beep¬ 
ers for employees to carry. “They are one of the 
leaders in Southern California preparing for disasters 
of this type...We go through a drill every two months... 
Our plan will mobilize outlying operation groups as 
well as the main office team members. We have storage 
bins with computers, telephones, ready to hook up 
to go totally remote,” Kennedy continued. 

He said he had “100 percent backing” for his 
invention and that the company “spent a few thousand 
to get the patent.” He said he was encouraged right 
from the beginning after he told Edison management 
that he “had this idea.” They said, “Do it, and 
we’ll help you in what it takes to get it done.” 

Kennedy, who with his family has lived in Sierra 
Madre for five years, said he felt very fortunate to 
be involved in interesting work. “Any time 1 come 
up with a different approach, I get support in trying 
out the innovation.” 

The company has a productivity improvement 
program in which innovative ideas are judged and 
awarded. The prizes are usually in dollar amounts 
and shares of stock in the company. “My invention 
might warrant that,” he said, holding his plaque. f 

Would the gas company have a similar need such 
as his invention? “Possibly,” Kennedy answered. 

Kennedy is located in Southern California head¬ 
quarters on Rosemead in Pasadena where about 5000 
workers are housed. Kennedy estimates that Southern 
California Edison has about 17,000 employees. 

Jim Kennedy grew up in Altadena and graduated 
from La Salle High School in 1964. He attended 
PCC, then went on to Cal State University, Los 
Angeles, to receive a BS from the school of engineer¬ 
ing. He has been with Edison for 19 years. 

He and his wife, MaryJo, to whom he has been 
married 15 years, have five children: one, 6 years in 
Sierra Madre School; three in St. Rita’s School, ages 
7‘/2, 10 and 11 \ and a 19-year-old who works at 45

The church season of 
Lent is a 40-day-long 
period that begins on Ash 
Wednesday, Mar. 4, and 
concludes on Palm Sun¬ 
day, Apr. 12. Lent com¬ 
memorates the 40 days 
Jesus spent in the wilder¬ 
ness following his baptism 
(Matthew 4). Each year 
Lent occurs at roughly

In orthodox Christian 
practice, Lent is a time 
to engage in various acts 
of penitence: fasting, pro¬ 
tracted prayer and per¬ 
sonal sacrifice. In Meth¬ 
odist practice, on the other 
hand, Lent is a time to en¬ 
gage in various acts of 
obedience including Bible 
study, attending a spiritual 
growth class or experi¬ 
menting with the discipline

A word about prayer 

“The heart of prayer 
is the realization of God’s 
love for us and our response 
in total surrender to His 
love. This personal inter¬ 
action between God and 
man we know as adora¬ 
tion. It demands the in¬ 
volvement of one’s whole 
being. It is the ultimate 
act of man. Once a per¬ 
son has become completely 
adoration, he has reached 
the utter fulfillment which 
we call heaven. This will 
last forever. There is 
nothing beyond it; it is 
the very end. Adoration, 
therefore, can never be 
used as a means to an 
end. It is, by its very 
nature, disinterested. It 
is not efficient nor does 
it achieve anything. That 
is why it is so difficult. 
Our lives are purposeful¬ 
ly planned and meant to 
produce results. Even our 
moments of relaxation 
must achieve something! 
Prayer is the one big ex¬ 
ception. It is the still- 
point, the axis around 
which all other activities 
rotate. When that axis is 
missing, our lives become 
pointless. But the axis it¬ 
self serves no useful pur¬ 


pose in the strict sense of 
the word. As long as I aim 
at something in my prayer, 
1 am bound to be disap¬ 
pointed. This is one of 
the major difficulties in 
the life of prayer; we fail 
to see the ‘usefulness’ of 
it at a certain stage and 
feel tempted to give it up.... 

“Prayer transforms us 
into bread that is broken. 
It is in the breaking of 
the bread that we are made 
available often in ways 
which remain hidden to 
us. As bread we are given 
not once but many times, 
over and over. Prayer 
both demands and instills 
the willingness to accept 
this mystery as a call to 
which we respond with 
our whole being. It is in 
the breaking of the bread 
that we realize the paschal 
mystery of death and resur¬ 
rection. If we are to live 
this mystery, then we must 
pray; otherwise, we will 
never be able to live it. 
On the other hand, if we 
want to pray, we must be 
open to live this mystery; 
otherwise, we can never

Jameson Trust development, 
pergola top City Council agenda

because it was moved. She asked for proof of war¬ 
ranty of those endangered trees. 

“I feel strongly that such a development can 
erode the special quality of life we enjoy here,” she 
concluded. 

Two Planning Commissioners who voted against 
granting the Jameson Trust an OK to continue with 
this development, told Councilmembers why. 

George Salisbury said, “You should put it in 
the hands of experts then lean toward them (in your 
determination).” 

James Hester stated that the Jameson Trust 
“keeps saying they have no plans, yet they insist 
on lots being created...There’s a certain amount of 
arrogance by the Jameson Estate.” 

Brion Costa, developer and representative of 
the Jameson Trust, said, “We want to preserve the 
Jameson and Lockhart homes but we don’t favor 
easements or restrictions on future owners...In Jameson 
Court, 14 trees were moved and three have died... 

Are we rushing to develop? We are not in a rush but 
we want to accomplish it now...We may in the long 
run decide we will sell to individual buyers with a time 
frame for building.” 

Costa was talking about the area north of High¬ 
land Ave. for which they had come for the proposed 
subdivision or Environmental Impact Report. The 
location is 418 W.Grandview, and the request is for 
a 10-lot subdivision. 

Councilmembers decided they needed more time 
to make the decision and set a study session for 
Tuesday, Mar. 31, 3:30 p.m. They will walk the 
property then go back to city hall to discuss their 
decision. 

The pergola was the item to cause a few hot 
words between City Council members. Council- 
woman MaryAnn MacGillivray urged the council 
to find an alternate use of funding. 

“This is an irresponsible use of money. Other

things we could do with the money is public library 
improvements, Senior Citizen Center improvements, 
Fire Department training, a pool improvement pro¬ 
ject, Central Business District...that would benefit 
the community as a whole, more than the pergola. 

Mayor Pro Tem Gary Adams said, “The pergola 
is an eyesore. We did talk about money for chairs 
for the seniors but we can’t purchase chairs with 
CRA funds...There is a limitation on what can be 
done with CRA funds. This is one thing that can be 
done.” 

Councilman Clem Bartolai said, “I have a problem 
using CRA funds to buy chairs, computers...fire 
engines. We need to maintain aesthetics at City 
Hall.” 

The motion passed to solicit bids for the fabri¬ 
cated weathering steel beams with redwood trellis 
which will translate into rebuilding the pergola that 
has been identified with “Stonehenge” for years. 

The cost will be $75,000, funded by CRA. 

City Council also passed unanimously the 
motion to decontaminate the public library that has 
been closed for two weeks because of the discovery 
of asbestos in the ceiling. They will remove the 
ceiling and upgrade the seizmic safety by tying the 
stacks. Books will be placed in boxes after they have 
been decontaminated. The secondary part of the 
motion will not exceed $9100 while a bid of $37,280 
has been accepted from IAM for carpet and asbestos 
cleanup and ceiling removal. 

“My priority is to reestablish library service,” 
Toni Buckner, head librarian, told the council. 

“We hope to be open the second week of April 
at the worst scenario,” she said, and appealed to 
the community to assist in putting books back on 
the library shelves after they are decontaminated 
and placed in sterile boxes outside the library.

Police report reduction 
in major crime for 1991 


Major crime in Arcadia 
dropped by 10.8 percent 
and total crime dropped 
by 11.6 percent during 
1991, according to Neal 
Johnson, chief of police. 

The Arcadia Police 
Department’s annual re¬ 
port points out that there 
was a significant reduc¬ 
tion in burglary, drop¬ 
ping from 737 in 1990 to 
497 in 1991. However, 
there was a 58.5 percent 
increase in robbery, from 
106 in 1990 to 168 in 
1991. The Chief reported 
that there does not ap¬ 
pear to be a particular 
causal factor in this in¬ 
crease and that the de¬ 
partment will be analyz¬ 
ing the crime statistics and 
developing strategies to 
attempt to reduce these 
crimes. 

Adult arrests for felony 
offenses and misdemeanor 


offenses decreased 19.9 
and 17.8 percent, respec¬ 
tively. Juvenile arrests 
for all offenses decreased 
from 368 to 305 in 1991 
for a 7.1 percent decrease. 

Arrests for all drug- 
related offenses showed a 
decrease from 191 in 1990 
to 89 in 1991, while juven¬ 
ile arrests for drug of¬ 
fenses increased by one 
from 11 in 1990 to 12 in 
1991. 

During 1991, the uni¬ 
form division of the po¬ 
lice department handled 
25,987 separate incidents, 
of which 8526 required 
formal, written reports. 
That number is down 790 
over the previous year. 

A total of 1339 traffic 
accidents were reported, 
a net decrease of 529 ac¬ 
cidents over 1990. Five 
fatalities occurred with 
403 injuries occurring in 
those accidents.

The monetary loss suf¬ 
fered from robberies, bur¬ 
glaries and thefts, exclud¬ 
ing auto theft, during the 
year was almost $3.3 mil¬ 
lion; and recovered loss 
amounted to just less than 
$ 200 , 000 . 

“We were pleased with 
the overall reduction in 
crime during the year and 
our focus for the upcom¬ 
ing year will be to con¬ 
tinue to force down the 
number of crimes that 
occur within the city,” 
wrote Chief Johnson in 
his introduction to the 
annual report. 

“Our Police Depart¬ 
ment has traditionally 
been a service-oriented 
organization which prides 
itself in its professional¬ 
ism and close ties with the 
people who live and work 
within the community. 
We feel that the commit¬ 
ment of our employees 
and the support of the 
people we serve have com¬ 
bined to make Arcadia 
one of the finest and 
safest cities in the region,” 
Johnson continued. 


Four candidates for 
Arcadia City Council and 
two for the city clerk 
position talked about ex¬ 
perience during two public 
forums held last week 
Wednesday. 

An afternoon session 
at the Woman’s Club of 
Arcadia was the kickoff 
campaign meeting, and 
the Highlands Home- 
owners Association meet¬ 
ing in the evening found 
hj six candidates speak¬ 
ing about issues and goals. 

Jim Brewer a political 
newcomer, talked about 
his over 40 years of ex¬ 
perience in business as 
president of National 
Card, Mat and Board Co. 
and some 35 years in Scout¬ 
ing, while Pat Gibson, 
who also seeks his first 
city council seat, said 
his experience comes from 
23 years of working with 
over 275 cities as a pro¬ 
fessional transportation 
consultant. 

Dennis Lojeski said 
he had a “proven track 
record” for serving as 
Arcadia City Council¬ 
man from 1982-1990 and 
as mayor in ’83-’84. He 
said that he had experience, 
credibility and qualifica¬ 
tions as a 24-hour Arca¬ 
dian because he works 
and lives in the city. 

Also a former council¬ 
man, Margett served one 
four-year term from 1976- 


1980 and was mayor in 
’79-’80. His talk focused 
on the need for the city 
to “forge meaningful 
partnerships” between 
Santa Anita Park, the 
Chamber of Commerce, 
the school district. Arbor¬ 
etum and Methodist Hos¬ 
pital. 

June Alford, who was 
first elected city clerk 
four years ago, worked 
in that department prior 
to her election for a total 
of eight and a half years 
of experience. Her chal¬ 
lenger, Lisa Kim Tom- 
chuk, is a newcomer who 
has experience in busi¬ 
ness administration and 
currently is an office 
manager for a computer 
firm. 

Because he is retired, 
Brewer said he could de¬ 
vote full time to the city 
council office and that he 
is seeking the job because 
of a “desire to put some¬ 
thing back into the com¬ 
munity.” 

Gibson cited three rea¬ 
sons why he should be 
the new face on the coun¬ 
cil. In addition to ex¬ 
perience, he included un¬ 
derstanding of the job and 
community involvement. 
Issues facing the city, ac¬ 
cording to Gibson, are 
infringement from region¬ 
al agencies, large homes, 
mall expansion and get¬ 
ting new citizens involved 
as well as the future of 


police, fire, city hall and 
library facilities. 

Marget said that more 
work needs to be done 
to solve the problems of 
“inappropriate architec¬ 
ture” and intense land use. 

In a question and answer 
period during the evening 
forum, the candidates dis¬ 
cussed unsightly utility 
poles, business relocation 
in Arcadia, architectural 
review boards, problems 
at Wilderness Park, hill¬ 
side development, street 
lighting and crowded city 
streets.
